Sections 7381 and 7382 of the Fish and Game Code

“7381. (a) Revenue received pursuant to Section 7380 may be expended, upon
appropriation by the Legislature, only to monitor, restore, or enhance steelhead trout
resources consistent with Sections 6901 and 6902, and to administer the fishing report-
restoration card program. The department shall submit all proposed expenditures,
including proposed expenditures for administrative purposes, to the Advisory
Committee on Salmon and Steelhead Trout for review and comment before submitting
a request for inclusion of the appropriation in the annual Budget Bill. The committee
may recommend revisions in any proposed expenditure to the Legislature and the
commission.

(b) The department shall report to the Legislature on or before July 1, 2026,202%;
regarding the steelhead trout fishing report-restoration card program’s projects
undertaken using revenues derived pursuant to that program, the benefits derived, and
its recommendations for revising the fishing report-restoration card requirement, if any.
The report submitted pursuant to this subdivision shall be submitted in compliance with
Section 9795 of the Government Code.

7382. This article shall become inoperative on January 1, 2028, July-1,-2022 and, as of
July 1, 2028, Januarny-1,-2023; is repealed, unless a later enacted statute that is enacted
before July 1, 2028, Januans1-2023; deletes or extends the dates on which it becomes
inoperative and is repealed.”

Additionally, it is requested that
Item 3790-301-0263 (see Attachment 3) be increased by $1 million to fund feasibility
studies related to acquisition of additional lands to support and/or expand off-highway
vehicle recreation.

Statewide Park Program and Urban Parks Initiative Grants—It is requested that
Item 3790-101-6029 (see Attachment 4) be added in the amount of $7.2 million
one-time for competitive grants under the Urban Parks Initiative Program, and
Item 3790-102-6051 (see attachment 5) be added in the amount of $5 million for
competitive grants under the Statewide Park Development and Community
Revitalization Program. These programs provide grants to create new parks and
recreational opportunities in underserved communities across California.

Pismo SB: Entrance Kiosk Replacement—It is requested that Item 3790-301-0001 be
increased by $793,000 one-time (see Attachment 6) for the construction phase of the
Pismo SB: Entrance Kiosk Replacement project. Additionally, it is requested that
